HICKS-BEACH’S SIGNIFICANT HINT IN THE 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


The Vote on Parnell’s Rent Bill—Chamber- 
lain’s Ostentatious Departure from the 
House — Gladstone at Hawarden — The 
Spanish Insurgents—Serious Aspect of 
Egyptian Affairs—A Big Railroad Syndi- 
cate—The Bulgarian Muddle— Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, September 22.—The majority by 
which Parnell’s bill was defeated last night 
was about ten or fifteen larger than the Lib- 
erals anticipated. The Liberal whip, how- 
ever, was not of the usual character. The 
party was too scattered to secure an ef- 
fective vote. The total Gladstonian strength 
in the House rallied to the support of 
the measure. The Unionists either stayed 
away or voted with the Government. Only 
two or three doubtful members of their party 
voted with Parnell. Chamberlain and his 
party made great efforts ta keep away the 
Radical Unionists who were inclined to give 
modified support to Parnell, and Chamberlain 
set the example by ostentatiously absenting 
himself from the debate and divisions. 
I believe that in some instances he had great 
difficulty in preyenting Radical Unionists from 
voting for the bill. Caine, Chamberlain’s 
whip, left forthe Continent with keen misgiv- 
ings as tothe consequences of rejecting the 
measure. Even a worse feature in last night’s 
debate than the rejection of the bill, which 
was a foregone conclusion, was Hicks- 
Beach’s broad hint ofa winter session for the 
purpose of passing a coercion bill. The Times 
and other Tory prints can hardly hide their 
joy over the prospect. The Government will 
be steadily pounded on along its downward 
course by the whole force of the Conservative 
party.

The Republican State Convention in Session 
at St. Paul To-Day. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., September 22.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention met this morning at 
the Exposition Rink to nominate a full State 
ticket. Byan act of the Legislature four years 
ago the Governor and certain other State 
officers to be chosen in 1883 were elected for 
aterm of three years, so that the entire ticket 
should be chosen the same year, instead of 
having a part chosen @ year and the re- 
mainder the next.

Neither of these has received or claims a ma- 
ority. In case of a prolonged contest, ex- 
senator Windom ’s name has been mentioned, 
as also those of ex-Congressmen Street and 
Hon. Alex. Ramsey. For Lieutenant- 
Governor one of the candidates is 
Hon. Henry A. Castile, Chairman of 
the State Central Committee, State Oil 
Inspector and formerly editor and proprietor 
of the St. Paul Daily Dispatch. His opponent 
is State Senator Rice. The principal candidates 
forthe other places are as follows: Secre- 
tary of State, H. G. Stoudock, Hans Mattson, 
H. Stockenstrom ; State Auditor, W. W. Hart- 
ley, W. W. Braden, Frank McDonald; State 
Treasurer, Col. Bobleter, J. P. Acker- 
man, Frank Slocum; Attorney-General, 
W. 8. Pattee, M. Burlingame, Frank Kellogg, 
M. E. Clapp; Clerk of the Court, J. D. Jones, 
Samuel Nichols, John Johnson; Judges Su- 
preme Court, Mitchell, Dickinson and Van- 
acing: At the election three years ago 
Gov.

TRONS IN IRONS. 


THE LEADER OF THE LATE RAILROAD 
STRIKE BROUGHT TO ST. LOUIS, 


Held to Answer the Charge of Tapping 
Telegraph Wires-—Surrendered by His 
Bondsmen-He Explains His Failure to 
Appear in Court-The Dethroned Labor 
‘Leader’s Appearance at Present. 


Deputy Sheriff Skidmore returned from Kan- 
sas City this morning with Martin Irons, who 
was the head of the late Knights of Labor rail- 
road strike. Irons was surrendered by his 
bondsmen, Frank Mahon and Thomas Morris, 
and arrested in Kansas City Sunday night. 
Monday night Deputy Sheriff Skidmore left 
here to bring him back, reaching there yester- 
day morning and starting on the return trip 
with his prisoner last night. This morning 
they reached here and Irons was immediately 
placed in jail. To a representative of the Post- 
DisPaTOH he stated this morning that the 
trouble occurred over a misunderstanding. 
His friends here promised to keep him posted 
as to when his trial was coming up, but failed 
to do so, and he did not learn thatit was set 
for last Monday until Friday last, when he re- 
ceived a letter from ex-Gov. Johnson, his 
attorney, notifying him of the fact and in- 
structing him to be present. Saturday even- 
ing he quitajob he had to drawhis pay and 
come to St. Louis. That day he had received 
a telephone message from Dick Johnson, his 
attorney’s brother, who was in Kansas 


City at the time, telling him he wanted to 
meet him at noon Sunday. He supposed the 
message came from the office of a legal firm 
there which Mr. Johnson makes his head- 
quarters while in the place and went there, 
but was told Mr. Johnson had ieft the city that 
morning. 
MR. TRONS NOW THINKS 

Mr. Johnson must have telephoned him from 
his hotel, Sunday evening, Irons says, he 
placed his valise in the check-room at the 
depot and then started out to purchase a rail- 
road ticket at St. Louis, visiting the brokers’ 
offices, He had learned in one place that he 
could procure one for $5, and 
was on his way toasecond office to seeif he 
could not do better, when he was arrested. 
He had understood that the Grand-jury had 
returned an indictment against him in another 
form end that this was what caused his arrest. 
He thought itall mere spite work. When in- 
formed that such was not the case, but that 
his bondsmen had surrendered him because 
they were unable to héar from him and feared 
he intended leaving them in the lurch, he was 
surprised, . 

In regard to his previous arrest in Kansas 
City on acharge of drunkenness, he said that 
he had just sold out a restau- 
rant there and wag walking along 
the street when a police officer 
asked him his name. Hetold it to him and 
the officer said the Captain wanted to see him. 
When the station was reached the Sergeant 
remarked that they wonid prefer a charge of 
vagrancy against him, but when Irons re- 
marked that he had beenrunning a restuu- 
rant over in Kansas, the sergeant said: ‘‘Then 
we will place a charge of drunk against you.’’ 
Irons 

CLAIMS HE WAS NOT DRUNK 
at the time, but thatthey were determined to 
put him in on some charge. The next day in 
the Police Court he stated that he was not 
guilty of the offense with which he was 
charged, but, as he had no money to pay for 
having himself defended, he would have to 
lead guilty. The Judge therefore fined him 
and a friend of his paid the fine.

Tne race this afternoon between Beach and 
Gaudaur over the Thames championship 
course, from the new bridge at Putney to the 
ship Tavern, Mortiake,for £1,000 and the stull- 
ing championship of the world, was one of 
the most hotly contested in the memory of the 
present generation of oarsmen. The Ameri- 
can was beaten, but he made the gamest fight 
possible, and Hamm, his trainer, says that he 
is confident that if Gaudaur had had another 
veek in England, he would have been the 
victur. At the end of the race the men rowed 
together and shook hands. Beach said, with 
euphasis: ‘‘Gaudaur, you’re the best man I 
ever met—the best man in the world.’’ The 
American modestiy replied: ‘*‘But you’re fast- 
est to-day.”’ 

There Was an enormous concourse to wit- 
ness the contest. Both banks of the river 
were crowdead nearly ail the way from start to 
fnish. The betting at4o’clock was three to 
one in favor of Baach, and half an hour later 
fourand even five tu one. Beach won the toss 
andchose the Surrey side. He wore a biack 
and orange striped jersey and white cap. 
Gaudaur wore a crimson jersey and blue cap. 
The veteran ex-champion, Harry Kelly, 
piloted the American from the bows of an 
eight-oared cutter, and Tom Green did the 
sume service for the Australian. Gaudaur 
had the best of the start, and in a dozen 

trokes had a quarter-length lead. He then 

ettied down to a 34 stroke, while Beach was 
uling 36. Thelatter gradually gained, and 
tthe concrete wali he had a slightadvantage. 

Here they were rowing Gaudaur 33, Beach 
&. The Australian, inch by inch, crept by, 
and at Dorset villa had gained a length’s lead. 
Gaudaur here seemed tired and rolled some- 
what. Beach continued to gain to Hammer- 
smith bridge, which he shotin nine minutes, 
Gaudaur then being five seconds behind. 
Beach narrowly missed fouling the pier, and

If he could have 
had another fortnight for training the tables 
would have been turned. He came down in 
weight too suddenly, and the atmosphere be- 
ing unsuited to him he could not standit. If 
Hanlan isin his old form the race between 
him and Gaudaur willbe very close. When 
Beach stopped rowing the second time yester- 
day he was onthe point of giving up, but his 
pilot, Tom Green, urged him on, saying there 
were signs that Gaudaur was nearly done.’’

Neither man was 
rowing with much force here, and Gaudaur 
was bothered by a steam launch ahead, whose 
twellaffected his left-hand scull and made 
himroll. Beach crept up, inch by inch and 
they shot Barnes bridge on even terms. Just 
above, off Beach’s quarters, at the White 
liart, agreat crowd of admirers encouraged 
him with cheers and fired a cannon. This 
seemed to lift him, and he put up his stroke to 
thirty-two, Gaudaur being able to pull only 
twenty-eight. The Australian had the most 
power left, and slowly but surely gained until, 
when off Mortlake brewery. he hada lead of 
two lengths. This, witn all his efforts, he was 
only able to increase to two and a half lengths 
&s he crossed the finish line in twenty- 
two minutes twenty-nine seconds, 
Gaudaur’s time being twenty-two min- 
utes thirty-four and one-half seconds.

will promise my friends that I will show 
them afignt. I am going to San Francisco in 
six weeks to meet either BurkeorRyan. They 


are the only two men who need to talk me 


now, and the only men I will fight or pay any 
attention to.’’

HARTFORD, Conn., September 22.—Patent 
Lawyer Albert W.Walker’s pamphlet concern- 
ing the cash value of delegates in the Repub- 
lican Convention here, two weeks ago, which 
nominated P. C. Lounsbury for Governor, will 
be issued not later than Friday, and it will be 
sure to givethe Republican managers the hit 
of the season.

A leading Republican 
politician in this city has said, within three 
weeks, that to his most positive knowledge 
Lounsbury put $6,000 in the Blaine campaign, 
two years ago, in Cunnecticut. Mr. uns- 
bury’s managers have claimed that the con- 
tribution was double that sum. Frum the 
night that Blaine’s defeat was announced 
until the Republican Convention met here 
week before last, Mr. Lounsbury was an 
acknowledged claimant for the pow S leader- 
Ship. Mr. Walker will not have any 
difficulty in proving to any reasonable 
minded man that the nomination of Mr. 
Lounsbury was awmatter of barter in trade. 
The Republican leaders felt the force of the 
charge the minute it was made public.

LIABILITIES OF CORPORATIONS. 


An Important Case Decided Against the New 
York Central Railroad Company. 


New York, September 22.—A Times special 
from Taunton, Mass., says: A case involving 
the important question of the liability of 
pieeping-car companies for losses sustained 
y their patrons while in transit was tried in 
the Superior Court here yesterday. In Octo- 
ber, 1884, Willlam Lewes and William 8. Wind, 
two prominent business men of New Bedford, 


started for San Francisco from Albany Station 
in Boston in the sleeper Pontiac,owned and run 
by the New York Central Sleeping Car Com- 
any. Lewes had bills to the amount of $200 
fh the inside pocket of his vest. Wing had in 
one of the pockets of his vest $150. On retir- 
ing each placed his vest under the pillow of 
his berth. At about6o’clock inthe mornin 
Lewis discovered that the bottom of his ves 
had been cut open and the money sewed in his 
pockettaken. He notified the porter of the 
robbery. Wing on examining his pocket dis- 
covered that bis $150 wasgone. They com- 
lained to the porter but got no satisfaction. 
Tne counsel for the company claimed that, 
granting the robbery had taken place as 
alleged, the company was not liable as it had 
exercised the usual caution by providing a 
lighted car and a porter to watch the inmates. 
The Court held that the car company bore the 
same relations to the public as common Car- 
riers, and innkeepers, that is should be fully 
responsible for any losses sustained by 
passengers while in its cars, andthe jury re- 
turned a verdict forthe amount lost with in- 
terest, in each case. Exceptions were taken

BROOM CORN, 


Reports Showing Condition of the Crop in 
Various States. 


OHnICAGO, September 22.—The following esti- 
mate of the broom corn crop for the year is 
printed here this morning: In Kansas the area 
planted was 66,000 acres and the total crop is 
figured at 6,600 tons, the tonnage being one 
ton to ten acres. Illinois, however, comes 
first with 82,000 acres; total crop 8,000 tons, 
and the tonnage one ton to four acres. 


Nebraska follows Kansas with 15,000 acres; 
production 3,000 tons; tonnage, one ton to five 
qcres. Missouricomes next with 15,000 acres; 
production 1,500 tons, and tonnage of one ton 
to ten acres. Ohio produces 1,000tons; Texas 
700 tons ; Tennessee 600 tons; lowa 500 tons and 
the Mohawk and Schoharie Valleys in 
New York about 5W tons. Crops of New York 
State, Ohio, Tennessee and Texas enter into 
consumption at points of production and do 
not figure atallin the principal markets for 
corn. Last year the crop was about 18,000 
tons, and 4,000tons were carried over from 
1884 crop, making the total available suppiy 
22,000 tons. There were 1,500 tons of last year’s 
crop carried over into 1886, giving 
us as an available supply for this season near- 
ly 24,000 tons, or to be strictly accurate, 23,600 
tons. The annual consumption is figured 
20,000 tons, so there is little likelihood of there 
being any scarcity.

LABOUCHERE ON THE DIFFERENCE 
TWEEN TORYISM AND LIBERALISM. 


The Tory Leaders’ Policy That of the Party 
—Liberal Leaders Ruled by the Rank and 
File—Charges ef Obstruction—Chamber- 
lain and His Body Guard—Lawful and 
Unlawful Hissing—The Great Sculling 
Match—Political, Social and Theatrical 
Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, September 22.—The essential dif- 
ference between Toryism and Liberalism is ; 
that, in the former, the policy of the leaders is 
that of the party and is submissively accepted 
by the rank and file, while in the latter it is 
the policy of the rank end file which is ac- 
cepted by the leaders ifthey wish to remain 
leaders, The business of the latter is like that 
of a general who, being in command of an 
army, has to give practical effect to the orders 
which he receives and to maneuver 80 as to 
secure their success. For instance, the Lib- 
eral leaders proposed in the last Parliament 
two bills in regard to Ireland, firstly, the 
Home Rule bill; secondly,-the Land Purchase 
bill. The party proved itself at the general 
election in favor of home rule, but opposed 
to the land purchase scheme. The leaders 
must acceptthe decision and use all their ef- 
forts to secure the passage of the Home Rule 
bill, atthe same time frankly surrendering 
any incividual opinions in regard to the ad- 
visabliiity of land purchase. 

THE CHARGES OF OBSTRUCTION. 

The newspapers have been indulging in 
charges of obstruction against the Liberals 
and Irish Nationalists. As a matter of hard 
fact, never were estimates passed in a shorter 
time. The charge, therefore, amounts to this: 
What is not obstruction in July is obstruction 
in September, because the Conservative mem- 
bers of Parliament prefer shooting in Septem- 
ber to the performance of their duties at 
Westminster. No legislation has been de- 
layed. All that has happened has been 
that members of Parliament have had 
to postpone their amusements until they have | 
done that for which they were elected. There 
was not the slightest intention to obstruct, 
either on the part of the English or Irish mem- 
bers; nor, as I have already said, was §here 
any obstruction. WhatIwill admit, however, 
is that some of the new Irish members fail in 
concentration, and, considering the national 
gift of gab possessed by most of the inhab- 
itants of the Green Isle, theydo not seem te 
me to be practised speakers. The consequence 
of this is that they somewhat repeat them- 
selves and, eccasionally, itis a little difficult 
to follow their line of argument. Their lead- 
ers are notresponsiblie for this. It is a failing 
which will cure itself. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S GUARD. 

Although Home Secretary Matthews states 
that the question put to him with regard to the 
contemplated intention of Mr. Chamberlain to 
be accompanied by a policeman during his 
visit to the Continent did not quite correctly 
set forth the facts, it is, nevertheless, true. 
Mr. Chamberlain dic apply to the Chief of 
Police at Birmingham fora constable to pro- 
tect him during histrip abroad. It is to be 
presumed that this constable will form a por- 
tion of his retinue. Against whom the police- 
man is expected to protect him is not guite 
clear. Isuppose he willbe merelya sort of 
official courier, whose presence will be a 
recognition of Mr. Chamberlain’s state and 
dignity as Lordof Birmingham. Iam curious, 
however, to know whether all the Unidnists, 
when abroad, are to be guarded by police- 
men. The whole thing looks to me very much 
like those sort of pretended conspiracies 
which potentates are so fond of arranging 
against themselves as advertisements of their 
importance. When the Czar is on his travels 
numberless police agents watch over him; so, 
too, when Mr. Chamberlain leaves his faithful 
kingdom he must, in humble imitation of the 
Russian autocrat, have at least one policeman 
with him. 

HISSING IN THEATRES LEGAL. 


The English law courts have decided thata 
man who goes to the theatre may hiss. I should 
have imagined that citizens had an equal right 
to hiss when others were applauding thé pro- 
cession of the viceroy into Dublin, Not go, 
however, think the magistrates of that city. 
Bernard Cahill, a printer, has been fined $10 
for hissing as Lord Londonderry passed. 
Francis Lowe who spoke with an Enylish ac- 
cent was invited to choose between the pay- 
ment of $10 or seven days imprisonment for 
‘*booing’’ on the same occasion. 

BALFOUR’S PROMOTION. 

It is generally understood that the Rt. 
Hon. Arthur James Balfour is to be admitted 
to the Cabinet before the winter meetings of 
that conclave. The promotion will meet with 
universal approval and give the greatest pos- 
sible satisfaction to Scotland. 

SIR ROBERT HAMILTON'S APPOINTMENT. 

Sir Robert Hamilton, K. C. B., leaves Dublin 
next month. Ihearhe is to be appointed to 
the very desirable office of Comptroller of the 
Exchequer and Audit Department, which wiil 
shortly be made vacant by the retirement of 
Sir William Dunbar, and which is worth $10,000 
ayear. Sir Robert has, for some time past, 
been desirous of obtaining a portin London. 

PRINCE ALEXANDER’S VISIT POSTPONED.

Johnson 
Sediey offered ten of them to the leading 
music publishers for a five-pound note, but 
was reiused by all ofthem for a considerable 
time.
